Many valuable and important Additions and Cor¬ 
rections have been made to the navigation of the Ohio, 
and the reader may be assured, that no pains have 
been spared , in procuring such information as would 
tend to render this book a valuable acquisition both to 
the navigator of those extensive waters, as also to the 
inquisitive mind whose attention has been arrested 
by the noise which .they have made in the.annalsgf 
liktory.

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ALLEGHENY. 

Few rivers exceed this in the ctearnels of its water 
rnd the rapidity of its current. It feidotn happens 
that it does not mark its courfe acrofli the mouth of 
the Moiiongahek in the higheft of frefbes. This is 
eafy obferved by the colour of the water, the water 
of the latter being, always in fufites very muddy. 
In high frtfhes the junction of thofe rivers prefents a 
pleating view ; the Allegheny fomctimes flowing 
full of ice, and the other pe>.ft»31y clear. It is plea* 
fantly interfperced with cultivated f.-.ims and grow¬ 
ing ‘owns on its banks ; and bids fair of rapidly 
becoming populoufly fettled from its mouth to its 
four.ce. I've may fay with propriety, that no coun* 
try could have exceeded this, Situated a3 it was with 
refpetf to the favage?, for rapidity of fettlemcnt and 
increafe of trade. The trade up and down the Al* 
jJCfpjafe utrjr^t'of much importance to • 
me tower lettlemeuts— there being & great demand 
for flower, whifkey. apples, cider, beer, bacon, glafa, 

. iron, Kc. at the diffeicnt pods on the lakes, and by 
the inhabitants in the furrounding country. The fait 
that comes from Onondago, in the ftate of New York, 
through the lakes, thence down this river, is im- 
i.k: !c ; fuflicient to fupply all the weftern country. 

Tina river heads near Sinemahoning creek, a navi- 
f ftrearn that falls into the Sufquehannah, to 
which there is a portage of only 23 miles* Thence 
taking its meandering?, receiving many tributary 
fti earns, and in about a louth wed direction joins the 
Monongahela at Pittfburght where, with the affift, 
ance of it is formed the Ohio. 

O H I O. 

This river commences at the jflndlion of the two 
""above mentioned rivers, and here alfo commences its 
beauty. It has been deferibed, as “ Beyond all com. 
petition, the raoft beautiful river in the univerte, 
whether we conlider it for jts meandering courfe 
through an immenfe region of foiefta, for; its clean 
? .,„1 elegant banks, ..which afford innumerab'e de¬ 
lightful fituations for cities, villages and irapiovcd 
farms .* or for thofe many other advantages, which 
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fruly entitle it to the name originally given it by the 
French, of “ La Belle Riviere ” Thu defcription 
was penned feveral years iince, and it has not gene¬ 
rally bein thought an exaggerated one. Now, the 
immenfe forefts recede, cultivation fmiles along its 
banks, towns every here and there decorale its thores, 
and it is not extravagant to fuppofe, that the day is 
no* far diftmt when its whole margin will form one 
continued village. 

The reafons tor this fuppofiuon are numerous— 
the principal ones are, the immenfe traits of fine 
country that have communication with Ohio by 
means of the various navigable waters that empty 
into it, the extraordinary fertility, extent and beauty 
of the liver bottoms, generally high, dry, and, with 
very few exceptions, remarkably healthy ? and the 
fuperior excellence of its navigation, through means 
of which, the various productions of the molt exren- 
five and fertile parts of the United States, mult 
eventually be fent to market. 

At its commencement at Pittfburghi it takes a 
N. W couife for about 35 miles, then turns gradu¬ 
ally to W. S W. and pudding that couife lor about 
500 miles, winds to the S W. for marly i6 0 miles, 
then turns to the VV. for about 276 miles, rhence 
S. tV. for 160 mi'es, and empties into the Mffifiippi 
in a S. E. direction, about nco below Putlburgh, 
.and nearly the fame diftar.ee above New Orleans, in 
let. 36 ! . 43m._ It is amazingly crooked, fo much of 
Indeed, that in lbme places a perfon taking abler va- 
lion of the iun or ft are, will hud that he fometimes 
entirely changes his direCtioD, ar.d appears to be 
going back again; but its general couife is S 6od, 
W. Its genera! width is from 500 to ijoo yards, 
but at the rapids and near the mou.h, it is confi- 
derably wider. 

The numerous : flinds that are interfperfed in this 
river, in many inftances, add much to the grandeur 
of its appearance, but they very much emb3rrafs the 
navigation, particularly in low water, as tlry occa- 
fion a great many (boats and faDd bars. The foil of 
thofe iftauJo is lor the mo ft part very rich, the tim- 
A 3 
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ber luxuriant, and the extent of fome of them con- 
fiderable. Where fruit trees have been planted on 
any of them, they are found to thrive amaxingly, to 
bear well, and feldom fail of a crop. Indeed this is 
the cafe wherever fruit trees have been tried in any 
of the river bottoms, the foil of which is very fimilar 
to that of the iflands though not quite fo fandy. 

In times of high fiefhes, veflels of almoft any ton¬ 
nage may dtfcend, and it is never fo low, but canoes 
and other light crafts can navigate it. Many of the 
impediments that aieas prefent met with while the 
water is low, might in a dry time be got rid of, and 
that at not a very conlklerable expence : at leaft the 
cxpence would be by no means adequate to the ad¬ 
vantages accruing from the undertaking, if properly 
managed- 

Rocks that now, during the dry feafon, obftrudt or 
render dangerous the navigation of the large flat bot¬ 
tomed, or what are called Kentucky boats, might be 
blown, even a confrderable depth under water ; chan¬ 
nels m'ght be made through the riffles, and the fnags 
?nd the fallen timber along the banks entirely re ¬ 
moved. 

Thefe improvements together with many others 
that might be enumerated will undoubtedly, fooner 
or later, be carried into effedt, as they appear to be 
a national concern of the firft importance. In the 
mean time fome general inftruflions refpedting the 
prefent navigation, cannot but be found very ufefui 
to thofe defending the river, and who are unae* 
quainted boih as to the manner in which this voyage 
is to be undertaken, as alfo with the nature and 
channel of the different rivers. 
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INSTRUCTION S. 

T HE firft thing to be attended to by emigrants or 
traders wanting to defcend the river, i3 to pro¬ 
cure a boat, to be ready fo as to take advantage of 
the times of flood* and to be careful that the boat be 
a good one : for many of the accidents that happen 
in navigating the Ohio and MiiTiflippi, are owing to 
the unpardonable careleflfnefs or penurioufnefs of the 
boat builder, who will frequently flight his work, or 
make it of injured plank ; in either cafe putting the 
lives and properties of a great many people at mani- 
feft hazard.This egregious piece of rnifcondudt ftiould 
long before this time have been redified,* by the 
appointment of a boat infpedor at different places 
on the Monongahela. But as this has never been 
done, it behoves every perfon purchafing Kentucky 
boats, which is the fort here alluded to, to get them 
narrowly examined before the embarkation, by per¬ 
sons who may know a little of the ftrength and form 
of a boat fuitable for a voyage of this kind. He 
muft alfo remember this, that a boat aeflined for the 
Miflifflppi, requires to be much ftronger timbered, 
and fomewhit differently conitru&ed, from one d?* 
figned only to defcend the Ohio. 

Flat bottom boats for the Ohio and MiiTiflippi na¬ 
vigation, may be procured almoft any where along 
the Monongahela river, and in fonie places on the 
Youghiogheny ; very few as yet are built on the Al¬ 
legheny, as the chief places of embarkation are con¬ 
fined to the Monongahela and Ohio. Keel boat* 
and veffels of burden are-aMb built at Brownfville, 
Hilzabethtown, M'Keespoit, Perry flown, Pittsburgh, 
and probably at other places on the Monongahela 
.and Ohio- 

The beft feafons for navigating the Ohio are in 
tl'pring and autumn. The fpring fe rfon commences 
at the breaking up of the ice, which generally hap¬ 
pens about the middle of Februaiy, and continues 
(good for about three months. The fail feafon gene¬ 
rally commences in October, And xontinues ja -tt 
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*Hout the ift of D°cemb-r. when the ice frequently 
1 'int to fo.m But the feaiops of high water can 
f.iuely be called periodical, as they vary confider- 
i. ) according to the we’uefs or dtynefs of the 
■ feaf. n, or earuntfs ot latent!', of the fetting in,-or 
bre k i g up of winter $ 

Bu m ethers in the riveis are not entirely confined to 
the faring and fail s it does not unfrequentiy happen 
that a cor ii.erable quantity of rain falls in the Apa- 
lachian .ridges, from whence the rivers and creeks 
that ftipply the Monongahela proceed, during the 
fuolmer months ; a fwelling of the currents of the 
'Allegheny and other riveis- forrietimes alfo happen, 
and occafion a fufficient fupply of water, during the 
fame period to render the navigation of the Ohio per¬ 
fectly eligible. Thefe freflies however are not to be 
depended on, and when they occur, muft be taken 
immediate advantage of, as the waters fubfide rapidly. 

When provided with a good boat and ftrong cable 
of at leaft 40 feet long, there is little danger in de¬ 
fending the river in high fre flies’, when proper care 
is taken, uniefs at fuch times as when there is much 
floating ice in it. Much exertion with the oars is, as 
•-fuch times, generally fpeaking of no manner of ufe : 
»indeed it is rather detrimental than otherwil'e, as fuch 
-exertion frequently throws you cut of the current 
which you ought to continue in, as it will cany you 
along with more rapidity, and at the fame time ai. 
ways t-.keyou tight. By truft pg to the current there 
is no danger to be feared in psffing the ill mds as it will 
carry you pad them in fafetv. On the other hand, 
if you row, and by fo doing happen to be in the mid- 

J This prefent winter, 180a. has been an exception 
to many winters paft, the Monongahela not having 
been clofed wi.b ice fo as in the lealt to impede the 
paflage of boats Lo Kentucky, &c. This circum. 
fiance is the more extiaordinary from cur having in 
general very fevtre winters ; fome of which, indeed* 
and but a few yea; 6 part, have kept the rivers blocked 
up for near two months at a time. This fudrita 
and great change may occupy the phiiofophic mind 
to divine the caufe. 
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« 5 fe of. the river on approaching an ifland, there is 
great danger of being thrown on the upper point of 
it before you are aware, or have time to regain the 
current. In cafe you get aground in fuch a fituation 
become entangled among the aquatic timber, which 
is generally abundant, or are driven by the force of 
the water among the tops or ttunks of other trees, 
you may consider youtfeif in imraenent danger ; no¬ 
thing but the prefence of mind and great exertion 
can extricate you from this dilemma. 

As frequent landing-is attended with considerable 
lofs of time and fome hazard, you fhould contrive to 
land as feldonras poliible. you need not even lie by 
at night, provided you trull to the current, and keep 
a good look cat ; if you have a moon, fo much the 
better. When you bring to, the Strength of your 
cable is a great Safeguard, A quantity cf fuel and 
other neceft'rries, lhouid be laid in at once, and every 
boat ought to have a- canoe along Side, to fend co 
ft ore when neceflaiy. 

Though the labour of navigating this river in times 
of freSh is. very inconfrderable to what it is during 
low water, when continual rowing is neceflary, it is 
always bell to keep a good look out, and be ftrong 
handed. The wind will fometimes drive you too 
near the points of the iflands, or on projecting parts 
of the main fllore, when considerable extra exertion 
is neceflary to fu'mount the difficulty- You wit! 
frequently meet with head winds, as the river is_fo 
veiy crooked that what is in your favour one hour, 
will probably be direCHy againft you the next, and 
when a contrary wind contends with a ftrong cur¬ 
rent, it is attended with confiderable inconvenience, 
and requires-careful and circumfpeCl management, 
or you may be driven on Shore in fpite of all your 
efforts. One favourable circumfrarce is, that the 
wind commonly abates about fun fet, particularly 
in fumraer. 

Boats have frequently pad from Pittsburgh to the 
mouth of Ohio in 15 days, but in general 10 days 
from Pittsburgh to the Falls is reckoned a quick 
paSTage. 

Defceoding the river’ when much incommoded 
with floating ice, Should be as much asjpollible ac 
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voided, particularly early in the winter, as there i* 
a great probability of its flopping your boat ; how¬ 
ever, if the water is high, and there is an appearance 
of open weather, you may venture with iome pro* 
priety, if the cake6 are not fo heavy fo as to impede 
your progrefs, or injure your timbeis , the boat will 
in fuch cafe make more way than the ice, a great 
deal of which will fink and get thinner as it progiefies, 
but on the other hand, if the water is low, it is by 
no means fafe to embark on tt when any thing con* 
fiderable of ice is in it. 

If at any time you are obliged to bring to on ac¬ 
count of the ice, great circunifpe&ion fhould be ufed 
in the choice of a place to lie in, if you wifh to pre- 
ferve your boat ; there are many places where the 
Ihore projecting to a point, throws off the cakes, of 
ice towards the middle of-the river, and forms a kind 
of harbour below. By bringing to in fuch a filuatioav, 
and fixing your canoe above the boat, with one end 
ftrong y to the (bore, and the other out in the ftream 
Hoping down the river, fo as to drive out fuch mafles 
©f ice as would other wife accumulate on the upper 
fide of your boat,, and tend, to fink her and drive her 
ftiam hen mnaxihoft, 150m may lie widuai taller able de¬ 
cree -Of ffak'ty. This ’is a raudb 'bsetternmffflrofc' tfti-r. 
that of felling a tree on the fnore above, fo as to fall 
partly into the river, for if in felling it, it does not 
adhere in fome meafuretothe trunk, or left fnfirci* 
ently on the bank, the weight of accumnl3ted ice will 
be apt to fend it adrift, and bring it down, ice and 
all, on the boat, when no fafety can be expeCted for it 
The reflexion here naturally occurs, How eafy it 
would be, and how little it would coft, in different 
places on the river where boats are accumftomed to 
land, to projedt a fort of pier into the river, which 
inclining down ftream, would at all times infure a 
place of fafety below it. The advantages accruing 
from fucb projection to the places where they might 
be made would be very considerable, bring them into 
repute as landing places, qccafion many boats and 
pairengers to Hop there, who otherwife would not* 
and foon repay the trifling expence incurred by the. 
»u&ioa. 
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not come altogether within the limits of this bock ; 
fuffice it to fay, that few, and perhaps no liver in 
the known • woiid, furpaft'es it in either. Its fource 
has neve-r yet been afcertained ; but it is fuppofed to 
be upwards of 3,000 miles from the fea, following ilt 
windings. From nearly oppofi'e the Illonois river, 

- the weftern bank of the Miffifiippi is generally higher 
than the eaftern Fiom Mine a fer to the Iberville, 
the esttern bank is the highett. This river is fo re¬ 
markably crooked, that, from the mouth of Ohio, 
to New Orleans, in a direct line, does not exceed 
600 miles, when, by water the diftance is about ice« 
miles. In common feafons it generally affords 15 feet 
of water from the mouth of MitTouri to that of the 
Ohio In time of frefhes afirft rate-man of war may 
dtfceod it with fafety. The mean velofi’y of its 
cuirent may be computed to be about three and an 
half mile an hour. Its width is various, from 1 iv® 
to a miles, if you except its mouth, which is divided 
into fevtral channels or mouths , and which continu- 
ally change their direction and depth. 

INSTRUCTION. 

B OATS deftined for the Miffifiippi, Ihould, as has 
been already obferved in the introduction to the 
Ohio navigation, in every refpeCt be ftronger and bet* 
ter roofed than thofe intended for the Ohio only • 
the Miffifiippi being of a much heavier}- and ftronger 
current, and preftnting by far more obftacles and 
dangers in the way of the boat. 

f The waters of the Miffiffippi from below the 
mouth of the Miffotiri, is, the greater part of the 
year, very muddy, being impregnatedw'th a giute- 
iious flime, which in a pint tumbler full of w-ater, 
will form a fediment of fomething better than half an 
inch. To ftrangers the waler of this river proves a 
ftrong purgative, and i3 laid to be a cure for moS 
.*utaneaus difca&a. 
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The mod emminent of thofe dangers, are, 

x. The inftability of the banks. 

a. Currents milling out of the river in a date oT 
its high waters 5 and, 

3. Planters^? Sawyers, and Wooden Ifiands. We 
fliall endeavout to inftru«S the untxperienced navi., 
gator how to avoid them The inftability of the 
banks proceeds from their being compofed of a loofe 
fandy foil, and the impetuoftty of the current againft 
their prominent parts (points), which, by under¬ 
mining them unceafingly, caufes them to tumble 
into the river, taking with them every thing that 
may be above. And if, when the event happens boat* 
fhould be moored there, tiny muft nectfiarily be 
buried in the common ruin, which unfortunatlely 
has been fiveral times the cafe. For which reafon, 
navigators have made it an invariable rule never to 
land at or near a point, but always in the fiuuofity 
or'cave below it, which is generally lined with fmall 
willows of the weeping kind, whence fome call them 
although improperly, willow points, and which being 
generally clear of logs and planters, the landing is 
eafily effefted, by running diredlly into them, the 
refiftance of the willows deftrroying a part of the 
boat’s velofity, and the reft is overcome without much 

T Planters are large bodies of trees firmly fixed by 
their roots in the bottom of the river, in a perpen¬ 
dicular manner, and appearing no more than about 
a foot above thefuifaceof the water in its middling 
ftate. So firmly are they rooted, that the largeft boat 
running againft them, will not move them, but they 
frequently injure the boat. 

Sawyers, are likewife bodies of trees fixed lefs 
perpendicularly in the river, and rather of a lefs fize, 
yielding to the preflure of the current, disappearing 
and appearing by turns above water, fimilar to the 
motion of a Taw mill faw, from which they have 
taken their name. 

Wooden-Ifiands, are places whereby fome catife 
or other, large quantities of drift wood, has through 
time, been arrefted and matted together in different 
T>art8 of the river* 
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■exertion by howling faft to the limbs which furrouai 
yout)' 

The banks of this river -j- from where it receives the 
M flouri to'its mouth, being with a few exception ! 
below high water maik, an immenfe country 
is inundated, when the river is in its hightft Hate, 
by which thofe extenfive fwamps ate formed and fupt 
plied, which prove the nurferies of myriades of muf- 
quitoesand other infedls (to the no fmall inconveni¬ 
ence of the travellei) and the never failing fcurce of 
grievous difeafes to the inhabitants. There are a!fo 
Sneanis, which at ail times fally forth from the main 
river with aftonilhing rapidity, and . whole vortex 
extends fome diftance into the ftream. Boats once 
fucked into fuch a buyo are next to loft, it being 
almoft impoffible to force fo unwieldy a machine as 
a flat bottomed beat againft fo powerful a current. 
It will therefore be fafeft for boats, never to keep 
too clofe to ihore, but to keep l'ome d'.ftance out its 
! the river. To avoid planters and lawyers requires 
hiothing more but attention, for they always occafioft 
a fmali breaker where ever they are, and if your boat 
Teems to be hurried towards them, you muft the 
moment you perceive them row the boat from them, 
'eife if you are dilatory you muft abide by the coufe- 
quence. 

Wooden Islands are more dangerous than real 
ones, formed a long time ago—(he former being an 
obftacle lately thrown in the way of the current, and 
the bed of the tiver not having had fufficisnt time u* 
form that bat or gradual afcent from the bottom of 
the river to the ifl md, which divides the current at 
fome diftance from the point of the ilLnd above wa- 

§ In thofe places the liver generally depofits the 
furplus of foil, with which it is charged trom the 
continual cavings of the points, and fo forms new 
land on one fide by deftroying feme on the other. 

f On comparing the American cotton Wood tree, 
(which grows in large quantities on the barks of this 
river) with the Lombardy Prp.'ar, they have betn 
found to be the lame, although fome dcubt thei?

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ter, the current will hurry you againft them, unleTa 
you ufe timely exertions. From ail thi3 it muft be 
evident how imprudent it is attempting to go after 
night, even when afiifted by a clear moon ; but after 
you are once arrived at Natchez, you may fafely 
proceed day and night, the river from that place to 
its mouth being clear, and oppofing nothing to your 
progrefs-l but a few eddies into which you may occa- 
iionaily be drawn and detained for a fhort time.

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tlie two rivers, and commands an elegant view of 
each) as well as of the Ohio. The Britifh garrifort 
Foit Put, fo called after the late Earl of Chatham, 
and ereCted adjacent to the former, higher up on the^ 
Monongahela, was formerly a place of fome confe" 
qnence in the annals of frontier fettlements, but fell • 
into decay on its being given up by its founders.— 
Being included in one of the manors of the Penn 
family, it was fold by the proprietaries, and now 
nn k-es a part of the town of Pittfburgh, and is laid 
out in town lots Fort Fayette, built a very few 
years fince, is alfo within the limits of the town, on 
the bank of the Allegheny , a garrifon is at prefent 
kept here, and for the moft part, is made head quar¬ 
ters for the United States’ army. 

The local iltuation of this town is fo very com-- 
manding, that it has been emphatically called the • 
Key to the Weftern Country ; and its natural one r 
is peculiarly handfonre. Biefied as it is with nume. 
rous advantages, there is nothing furprifing in its 
having encreafed rapidly within a few years pad— It 
contains neap 400 dwelling houfes, many of them 
large and elegantly built with brick ; and about aooo 
inhabitants. It abounds with mechanics that carry 
on mo£l of the different manufactures that are to be 
met with in any other part of the United States,)— 
and contains near 40 rerail ftores, all of which feem 
continually bufy. It is here where mod of the goods 
waggoned over tbe mountains in fpring and fall) and 
ceftined for the Kentuckey and New Orleans trade, 
are brought to be ready for embarkation. 

Many valuable Manufactories have been eftablifhed 
in this place vety lately 5 among which are, thofe'of 
glafs, nails, tobacco, &c —Tbe manufacture of gtafs 
is carried on extenfively, and of an excellent quality t 
Two glafs works have been ereCked, the one for the 
courfcr kind of glafs has been doing bufinefs for fome 
time j the other for the finer glafs is about to be put 
in motion. This manufactory may be reckoned a- 
ir.ong the firiMhat is of the utmoft importance to this 
country ; and muft confeq tently prove an iintnenfe 
faving to it.—It richly merits all that confideratioa 
jufliy due from an enlightened people, 
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Ship building in and near this place deferves no¬ 
tice—feveral are now on the flocks at this place, and 
one a frnall diftance up.the Allegheny river was 
lately launched, of 160 tuns burden. 

I think we may fay, without being prefumed to 
boafl, that there is no place in the United States, 
whofe inhabitants enjoy better health than Ihcfe of 
Pitlfburgh; notwithttauding our frequent changes 
of weather.—Having this invaluable blefltng, with 
many other peculiar advantages, nothing ought 
prevent their becoming an opulent and happy people.

are among the Sift who have exported the 
produce cf the Ohio country, in vcflels of 
their own building. The firlt attempt was 
made laft-fpring with a brig of about eighty 
tons burden, bound for Jamaica and com¬ 
manded by the old and well known comrao- 
dere Vv’hipple. The fuccefs which has at¬ 
tended that voyage, has roufed the fpirit of 
enterprize among the wealthier clafs, fo that 
there are now three vefiels building at that 
place—one of two hundred and twenty tone 
is in great forwardtiefs.

W. fltore—The channel begins in the mid¬ 
dle between the ifland and Kentucky fltore, 
bears a little eft' fiom the main thore round 
a bar at the mouth of the creek, then turns 
fliort into the Kentucky thore to avoid the 
bar of the illand, which reaches nearly acrofs 
the river, runs a little way with the main 
ill ore, and then again takes the middle of the 
river, the Ihore being full of rocks and funk 
trees.

The heft water here is in the middle of the 
river, the beach on each fide is very rocky* 
but there is a good landing in an eddy about 
4C0 yards above the mouth of the creek, and 
alfo at the, mouth of the creek- In high wa¬ 
ter the racks and eddy form a whirlpool.

MANCHESTER 

Is a thriving and pleafantly fituated town, 
on the bank of the river, juft at the bottom 
, t of the Three iflands, and commands a 
charming view of the Ohio, 

Crooked cretk, on the Kentucky Ihore 
Cabin creek, lame fhore 
William Brcokes’s, fame ftiore 

A fand bar on the N. W. fide; belt water 
near but not clofe to the Kentucky Ihore. 
Limeftone creek and town of 
MAYSV 1 LLE. 

This is the oldeft and moft accuftomed 
landing place in the whole ftate of Kentuc¬ 
ky, the main road from Lexington and other 
interior towns terminates here. The cretk 
is inconfiderable in itfelf, but affords in high 
water a fmall harbor for boats. The landing 
is a good one ; lying in a bend of the river, 
it ia not much incommoded by the current. 
The town cont^ns about 50 houfes, and 
fupplies accommodation for the ftorage of 
goods. 

About a mile above, in a fpacious and plea- 
fant bottom of the Ohio, a town is laid off, 
fandtioned by the Kentucky legiflature, call¬ 
ed Liberty. It is not, as yet, begun to be 
built on. 

From Limeftone to the mouth of Ohio, 
loaded boats can go at all feafons, unlefs in 
time of ice, without any difficulty, except at 
the falls, and one or two other places, which 
will hereafter be taken notice of, tho’ when 
the water is low their progrefs is flow and 
tedious. 

As the navigation is fo very good below 
Limeftone, there is little need of entering in« 
to a minute detail of the iflands, creeks, &c. 
From thence down, with the exceptions a!- 
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ready alluded to, boats may at all times pafs 
with eafe on either fide of the iflrnds, and 
the CU’rent, if attended to, will always fliow 
where the fwiftcft water is. The rivers and 
principal places are noticed, in order to 
maik the diftances from place to place. Ex¬ 
cept one iflmd, and that not a very perceiv¬ 
able one, oppofite Columbia, there is not a- 
nother until you approach within twelve 
miles of the Ken’uky river, adiftance from 
Limcftone of upwards of 15.0 miles, where 
you meet with two together. 

Eagle creek 

This is on the N. W. fliore, and the firft 
water of any confequence below Limcftone. 
A little above it, on the Kentucky ftiore is a 
lmdl town called Charltlton, oppofite which 
place La the middle of the river, is a large 
fand bar, the channel paft which is on the 
Kentucky (bore. 

Bracken creek 1 

On the Kentucky fhore, and gives name 
to the county through which it runs. The 
county town is fixed at the mouth of it, in 
an cxtenfive bottom and verv handfome ft* 
tuation. It is, as yet, fmalL^ieing very re 
cently laid out—Augufta is the name given to 
it. 

tittle Miami, on the N. W. fhore 4 

Juft below the junction of this ftream with 
the Ohio, is the town of Columbia. 

Licking river,- Kentucky Ihore 

A large ftream, and navigable a copfidera- 
ble way up it. The town of Newport is ft* 
tuated at the point formed by the jundlion 
of this liver with the Ohio. 

CINCINNATI. 

This town is oppofite the mouth of Lick¬ 
ing, on the N. W. fliore. It is a confidera- 
ble place, containing upwards of 300 dwel, 
lings, having progreffed much during the In. 
dian war. It is, at prefent, the feat of go- 
veniment for the North weftern territory— 
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A printing: prrfs is eftablifhed he-e, which if* 
lues a weekly paper It is the line of com 
munication with t he chain of forts whicli ex 
ten! from fort Wafhington to the weft 
ward , is the principal town in what iacall¬ 
ed Svmm ’s purchafe Thegarrifon called 
fort Wafhington is fituated at the upper end 
of ihe town. 

Miami river, N. W. fhore 1 1 5 r$ 

Thi< is a fine river—its navigation, ns well 
as that of Sciota and Mufkhigum, approach 
ing very near to the navigable waters of the . 
lakes. 

B'g Bone Lick 3*i'Al 

This is the place where f > many of thofe 
remaikable large bones have been found, 
that have attradted the attention of the curi 
ous, and which tnuft have belonged to lome 
monftrous animal, whole race is now tho’t 
to be entirly extindt, 

Kentucky river 44 59® 

This river gives name to theftate it inter- 
fedts—flows in innumerable meandering;?, 
through perhaps the moft extenfive body of 
good land in the known world. It is naviga¬ 
ble for loaded boats, during a confiderable 
part of the year for upwards of 150 miles. 

There is a town on one fide ot the mouth, 
called Williamfport, and another on the o-* 
ther fide, both of them fmall at prefent, but 
they have a good •profpedt 0 f deriving, at a 
future day, confidetable importance from 
the growing navigation of the Kentucky. 

The falls of Ohio 77 66? 

Thefe rapids fituated in 38 degrees 8 minutes 
north latitude, arc occafioned by a ledge of 
rocks which extend qite acrofs the river, and 
are hardly to be perceived by the navigator 
in times of high frefhes, unlcfs by the fupe* 
rior velocity of the vefif 1 he is in.' When the 
.water is low, the greater part of the rock he. 
comes vifible, and it is then that the p*flVe 
becomes dangerous. There are three chan, 
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hels in the rock through which the water 
paffes i the principal one is neareft the N, 
W. Shore ; the middle next beft ; that next 
the town of Louifville is dry a considerable 
part of the year. The principal landing 
place is that at the mouth of Bear grafs creek 
which come3 in a little above the rapids, and 
in order to nuke good the landing there, 
boats Should be kept clofe to the Kentucky 
Ihore for the distance of two miles above the 
town of Louifville, which may be feen eight 
or nine mileB before you come to it. 

A pilot, for the Safe conducting of boats 
through thofe falls, has been regularly ap> 
pointed by the court, who is anfwerable for 
all damages fuftained through his hegledt or 
bad management. The prires tor pilotage 
of bouts of ail Sizes are regulated by the 
court. 

A light boat can pafs at all times when di. 
redtcd by a Skilful pilot, and if it Should be 
found necelTary to unload at Bear grafs and 
reload again be’ow the rapids, the portage is 
hot a very long one, being fcarcely two miles. 
A canal has been talked of for fome years 
pad, and ttere is no doubt but one might be 
made without a great deal of difficulty to 
counteract this gieat impediment to the na«= 
vigation of the Ohio. 

In levelling the defcent of the rapids, it 
has been'found to be aa i a feet in two 
miles. 

LOUISVILLE, 

The town at the rapids is rithated on 
Bear- grafs creek, on a high and level bark 
of the Ohio, about aoo poles above the com¬ 
mencement of the rapid defetnt of the wa 
ter, and contains about 50 dwellings, the 
court house of Jefferson county, and other 
public buildings. — TLeiprofpcct from it is 
very extensiye, commanding a view up the 
river for Some di6tar.ee above wbat is called 
fix mile island ; and on the opposite shore 
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of the river, which is here a mile and a quar¬ 
ter wide, the eye is carried over an extent 
of level country, terminated by the hills of 
Silver creek, which are five miles diftant, 
and down the river to Clarks Viile, about a 
miles below. 

Here the magnificence of the river ; the 
grandeur of the falls ; the unceafing, yet 
pleating murmur of the cataradt, and the 
beauty of the furrounding profpedt, all 
contribute to render the fiiuation of the place 
truly delightful, and to imprefs every man of 
obfervation who beholds it, with ideas of its 
future importance, when the trivial caufes 
which at prefent give rife to its charadter of 
unhealthinefs, fo eafily to be removed, ihall 
entirely be done away. 

Louis.Ville is a port of entry—is about 
913 miles from Philadelphia, and 40 from 
Frankfort, the feat of government of Ken¬ 
tucky. 

A vefiel of aao tons burthen is now build¬ 
ing at this place, and is in great forwardnefs 
to be launched. 

Silver creek puts in On the N. W. fliore, 
about two miles below Louis Viile. The 
town of of Clarks Viile, juft above its mouth 
does not progrefs much at prefent, but the 
fettlement around it is filling up very faft 
Salt river, a confiderable ftream on the Ken¬ 
tucky fliore 4569* 

Blue river, on the N W. fliore 59 749 

Hardin’s creek, Kentucky fliore 30 779 

Yellow banks 60 839 

A fettlement on the Kentucky fliore. 

Between Hardin’s creek and Yellow banks 
the low lands commence. The hills which 
higher up the river are uniformly to be met 
with either on one fide or the other, now en« 
tirely difappear, and their is nothing to be feen 
on either hand but an extenfive level coun¬ 
try. 
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Green river, a large water of Kentucky 
Red bank »5 

At this place; which is included in Hen- 
derfon’s grant of 200,000 acres, a town is 
laid off, called HENDERSON. The plan 
is on a large fcale—the terms of purchafe 
eafy—the country around it fertile, and the 
Green river fettlement encreafing very faft ; 
which circumftances will, in all probability, 
at a future day, make this a place ot impor¬ 
tance. Owing to a remarkable bend in the 
river, though the diftancefrom the mouth of 
Green river to this place by water is 25 miles, 
by land it is only called 8. 

Diamond ifland 1 

This id -nd contains feveral thoufand acres 
of excellent land. 

About 27. miles below this ifland, and 18 
above the mouth of Wabalh, are two iflands 
near together, the paffage by which is dan¬ 
gerous at low water. The channel is on the 
N. W. fide .of the upper one, and then takes 
through between it and the other ifland>

This is one of the largeft rivers of the N. 

W. territory, navigable through a large tradt 
of country—the heads of its ftream inter¬ 
locking with the waters tributary to the 
lakes—at its mouth it 19 about 400 yards 
wide- Some diftance up this river a filver 
mine has been difeovered. Salt fprings, 
lime.ftone, free-ftone, yellow, white and 
blue clay,are often met with in great abun¬ 
dance on its bank3. When the waters of the 
Ohio are very high, the banks of this river 
overflow for near two leagues up. Renters 
the Ohio in a diredt line, forming a complete 
angle. 

Saline or Salt creek, N. W. fide 18 967 

The rock in cave, more properly the cave in I 
rock 4971 

This cave being confidered as one of the i 
natural curiofities of the country, we give the I 
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following defcription of it, which was taken 
down on the fpot, by a gentleman of obferva- 
tion :—For about 3 or 4 miles before you c^me 
to this place, you are prefented with a fcene 
truly romantic. On the Indian fide of the ri¬ 
ver you fee large ponderous rocks piled one 
upon another, of different colors, fhape and 
fizes. Some appear to have gone through the 
hands of the moft fkiiful artift—fome repre- 
fenting the ruins of anticent edifices—others 
thrown promifcuoufly in and out of the river, 
as if nature intended to (hew us with what eafe 
fhe could handle thofe mountains of folid rock. 
You fee again purling ftreams winding their 
courfe down their rugged front, wbofe appear¬ 
ance, in a moon light night, added to the mur¬ 
muring noife they occafion, is tiuely elegant, 
thdugh rather difpofes the mind to fokmnity— 
fome again projedt fo far that they feerf almoft 
difpofed to leave their doubtful fituation. Af¬ 
ter a fmall relief from this fcene, you come to 
jr fecond, which is fomething fimilar to the 
fit ft ; and here, with ftridt fcrutiny, you difco* 
ver the cave in mck—before whole mouth 
ftands a delightful grove of Cypiefs trees, 
arranged immediately on the bank of the river, 
they have a fine appearance & add much chear- 
fulnefs to the place. The mouth of this cave is 
but a few feet above the ordinary level of the 
river, and is formed by a-Gmi circular, arch of 
about 80 feet at its bate, and twenty five in 
height—the top projecting confideiably over, 
forming nearly a regular concave. From the* 
entrance to the extremity, which is about 180 
feet, it has a regular and gradual afeent. On 
either fide is a folid bench of rock—the arch 
Coming to a point about the middle of the cave 
where you difeover an opening fufficiently large 
to receive the body of a man, through which 
comes a fmal! ftream of very clear and well raft¬ 
ed water, which 13 made ufe of by thofe who 
vifit this place. From this hole a fecond cave 
is difeovered, whofe dimension, form, 6c c. ace 
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not known. The rock is of lime-ftone—the j 
tides of the cave are filled with infcriptions, 
names of perfons, dates, txc. See, 

Trade water 34 iooi 

The firft ftream of any importance below 
Green river, on the Kentucky fide. 

Cumberland river, Kentucky fide 39'io44 

Channel N. VV. fide.—Oppofite to the 
mouth of this river ftands an ifland, almoft 
hiding its view from the pafler. It takes its 
nfe in the Cumberland mountain!-—is of a 
confiderable fize, & navigable for fmall boats 
up to Nalhville, in TennelTee. 

TenndTee river „ 

This is the largeft river that en^ties itfelf 5 
into the Ohio. Its navigation is good as far 
up as the Mufcle flioals, which are near ayo 
miles from the mouth,above thefe it again be. 
comes navigable for nearly the fame diftance- 
Fort Mafsae j 

Little chain of rocks 

Wilkinfonville, formerly called Cedar bluffs 
Big chain of rocks 

This is a bed of rocks, running; acrofs the 
river in a direft Hne, channel about aoo yards 
from the W. Ihore. 

Calhaway creek 

Channel clofe to the iliand on the weft fide. 

About one mile above this ifland keep in the 
middle of the river, till within a fmall dif¬ 
tance of its point. 

Mouth of Ohio 

Here you enter the Mifliflippi—the junc¬ 
tion of thofe rivers forms a feene truely plea 
ing—and, could a fever, to which this coun 
try in fome feafons of the year is fubjeft, be 
removed, the eligibility of its fituation would 
entitle this to become one of the moft conli- 
derable places in the United States.
